Sir Frederick Hammiltons 
Return from London-Derry in Ireland, being 


neer {1xty miles from his Caitle and Garriſon , 


where he was at the beginning, and breaking 
out of this Revellion ; with the particular Ser- 


vices performed by the Horſe and Foot 
Companies, which he Commands Garriſon'd 
At Mannor-Hammilton in the County of 


Leitrim in the Province of 
Connanghe. 


He Iron-works called the Garriſon, within ſix 
miles to Hammilton Caltle , was by the Oflanny- 
gars, of the County of Fermannagh, and the Mac 
Laughlins, and Mac Murrayes, of the County of 
Leitrim, fet on fire, and all burned. 
Seven or eight ſcore men, women, and children, moſt of them 
Engliſh, belonging to thoſe Iron-works, were divers of them 
ſore wounded, all of them robbed, came flying for reliet to Ca» 
tle H:mmilion, where the Colonels Lady charitably received 
them : himſelf, and his two ſons, at that time, being at Londe;- 
Derry. 

This news coming this day fortunately by a Mefſerger from 
27, his Lady , he deſperately adventured homewards , with tenor

That night nercrthcleſſe did we paſſe with a Convoy only of 20 Scot- 
riſþ Horſemen to Ballyſhannon, relicving that Caſtle, preſently calling one 
oo CaptaincFollyer with ſome fewmen for our guides, went a hunting for the 
PS | Y Rogues, who had beene lately abont the Caſtle, where that night erewe 
ns lighted we killed ſome of them, and brought home 22 Priſoners. That 
night our Colonell diſpatched a meſſenger-to his Lady being 1 2 miles, 
It pleaſed God ſo to bleſſe his meſſenger, that the next morning by day his 
/ Lady ſent him a good guard of his owne Souldicrs and ſervants, before the 
Countrey could heare of our being upon the way, which otherwiſe ithad

Came from Dblin with the Lords Juſtices paſſ> (ix of our Colonells A

| The Colonell makes up amongſt his ſervants and Tenants, a Troope of Novexse 
50 good Horſes, which doe duty day and night about the Garriſon and 7*

It is diſcovered to the Colonell, that one Conouroge Mac Shane, Glaſſe Novemb: 
Mac Laughlin a moſt dangerous a&ive man, and the chicfe of that name, *' 
was drawing of a Boate 8 miles over mountaines, thinking to have man- 
ned an I{land in the Lowgh of great conſequence, being in a great glynne 
called Gleveain, which iſland in former Rebellions had much galled the 
Engliſh Forces, it lying convenient for the bordering Rebels both of V/.- 
Fer and Connanght ; Vpon this information a party of able Foote-men 
wer ſent out, who met with the ſaid ('o»nour upon the top of a great 
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Mountaine, with a many Horſe and Foote, drawing of his Boate, where. 
 himfelle was taken Priſoner, . and bis Boate broken all. in peeces upon the-

Decemb:4 The Colonel! now perceiving their generall-trecheries,eleaves off any 
more to truſt them, and ſecing no order forrcliefe cither fromthe Lord 
Juſtices,or the Lord Pretident: They having received advertig :ment from

man of that name : It is informed that he and others had lately robbed an 


Caſtle neare the borders of Fermannagh: A party was ſent thither- inthe - 
wpht, where the Ale-houſe keeper. Cabir Iac Cana with fix Rogues 
more were apprehended and brought to our Colonell, with 60 Beeves. 
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our Colonell not onely of the ſtate of his owne Caſtle, but alſo of the: 
Towne-and Garriſon of Sligo, where a part of the Lord Preſidents owne- 


Company lay, with a many Briri6,wyho were miſcrably murthered-at the :. 
taking in ofthat Towne, being promiſed -daily rcliefe by the Lord Pre- 
filent, which promiſe and encouragement as ſome of themſelves ay, 
help't to deitroy the.n, otherwiſe they conld have joyned-with us before 
the Rebellion there brake out in that height. This day by our Colonells 
command,aGallowes was ere&ed upon the top of an hill neare the Caftle, 
and having about 24 Priſoners in the Caſtle, he cauſed 8 of them to be: 
hanged up, which had beene at the burning of Bally/bannon in the County 
of Doxegall, and at the burning of-the Iron workes in the County of 
Fermannagh. 

The ſame day our Horie-men ſeouring the fields, tooke two: of the 
Rogues-Centries, who were brought home and hanged, 

A party was ſent in the night to ſcoure Glarsfarre Woods, upon intelli- 7,,.uz.5 
gence that Hugh Mac Cahill the ringleader of the Colenclls traiterous 
Tenants kept in thoſe Woods, where indeed they were met withall, 3 of 
th:m killed, divers wounded, and their great leader narrowly eſcaping 
in the Woods through the darkneſs of the night. | 

Our Horſe-men ſcouring the ficlds, met with another of the Rebels Decemb: 
Ceatrics, who was brought to the Caſtle and hanged. I 4: 
Oae Thomas Abercromy being miſled by a treacherous Feluiticall kinſ- necemt; 
man of his owne,this day did forſake his owne houfe, being a pretty ſtone 15. 
Houſe with a Barne, within a mile of our Colonells Caſtle, tranſports 
himſelfe, his Wife and Children to the Caſtle of (v» 5 Roxrk, apparently 
by this time in Rebellion, leaving in his owne houſe his ſaid Papiſticall 
kinſman, married to an 1ri/o-woman, with ſome of the ſaid Car 6 Rourke 
Iriſh Rogues, for maintaining of that houſe, which our Colonell held no 
good neighourhood ; He many times neighbourly and kindly inviting 
the ſaid Thomas Abercromy with his wife and children to take thare with 
him jn his Caſtle, and not to ſhame and -diſhonour himfelfe and his Nation 
in ſuch a kin4 : .whoſe anſwer was, he was fully pzrſwaded of thede- 
ſtru&ion of this Caſtle and all init, for it was fo reſolved, as he was 
credibly aſiured, not only by thoſe of. this County, but of all the bordering 
Counties n-are it; and that he was promiſed by the favour of the laid Com 
9 Roxrke,to have his ewne life with his wife and childrens preſerved untill 
they were el{e-where tranſported, 

Complaint was made to the Colonell, that ſome of this Con o- Roxrkes 
Rogues had robbed ſome of his Tenants, ſervants and gardens, who -ſen- 
ding after them,had ſome.of the Rogues apprehended ; where little 7 ho- 
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na Abercromy the Papiſt preſumed to interpoſe himſelfe for the reſcuing 
of thoſe Rogues, as they were brought by the houſe his Coſen left him in, 
upon this Information our Colonell cauſed him to be apprehended as a 
dangerous Inſtrument there, the Rogues inthe houſe with him running 
away,the houſe is demoliſhed and made unſerviceable. 
A party 1n the night time. was ſent abroad towards S/igoe, where we 
met with a number of Rogues, hurt divers, killed three, brought home 
—_ to our Colonell with a luſty Priſoner, who was hanged next 
Ry 

Owen o Rourke, Bryan Ballagh his Brother, with the greateſt irength 
of this County of Cavan, made a great ſhew this day, being about a 1000 
or 1200 men, marcht with Musket ſhot to us, ( where from the Caſtle 
we ſhot one of them dead, being a ſigne of good luck, making them march 
further off) This night they encamped at Larganboye, where Abercro« 
wes houſe was latcly deſtroyed, being diſappointed of what they expe- 
Qed for there, their chicfe Commanders marching a mile further for thcir 
quarters to Cor v Rowrke the then Sheriffs, who till that day had not pub 
likely declared himſclfe ; there rhey found Thomas Abercromy with his 
wife and children ; The Regues continued with their Campe at Lar- 
ganboy,within a mile tous,and their chicte Officers at Cox 6 Rourkes, from 
Thurſday till Tueſday following, daily drawing out their mento the hills 


about us ,cvery day multiplying, making great ſhewes,thinking thereby to 
have ſcared us out of the Caſtle, 


This morning the Sheriffe Cor 6 Roxrke in the head of Rebels, marcht 
ina full body within halfc a mile to the Caltle, as if he meant preſently to 
bave aſſaulted us, which the Calonell perceiving, drawes forth in perſon 
asſtrong as he could make, both Horſe and Foote, being farre ſhort of the 
ſixth man of their number, yet made offer there to have fought with 
them, which the Rogues perceiving make a halt upon a Hill a River di- 
viding us, they calling to us that we were Rebels to the King and not 
they ; Our Colonell wiſhing them, lince their quarrell was ſo good and 
their number ſo much greater then ours, they would try it with us : In 
the mcane time while we were thus parleying, men were ſent out by the 
Calonell in ſeverall quarters behind us,.to fet fire ona many goodly Houſes 
and haggards belonging to his owne Tenants, leaſt the Rogues with 
their multitudes ſhould have quartered themſelves moſt conveniently 
round about him, which ſodaine fire the Rogues perceiving, preſently 
imagined aide was come to us ; The fires being up we advanct with grea- 
ter confidence, whereupon they retreated 1n diforder,and diſpearſt them- 


ſelves preſently, ſome of our Horſc-men imployed in the burn ing, appre- 
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hended two of the Rogyes, which were brought to the Colonall as we 
drew home tq the Caſtle, which by his orders were that night hanged. 

A party of Horſe and Foote were ſent towards the Sheriffe {ox 5 1amay 
Roarkes Caſtle, to requite his kind viſit towards ours the day before, where '* 
we found himſelfe, with his wife, children and family fied that night, 
leaving Thomas Abercromy- with his wife and children in ! rags his 
Caſtle, whom our Souldiers turned out, viualling themſelves with ftore 
of Poudred-Beefe, Butter, Mcale and fuch like commodities, what they 
wers able to carry away; afterwards ſetting fre in the Caſtle, and in many 
other thatched houſes about it,burning all. 

A party is ſent towards the Caſtle of Drommahere, where their great Levuary 
Colonell Owen 6 Rourke withall hisſtrength lay ; yet we burned many '3: 
goodly houſes and haggards of Corne.withina mile of the Caltle,burning 
all within five miles forwards. s 

Our party marcht Weltward 6 miles towards Sligo, burning many 74*u27y 
goodly houſes and haggards that way, and amongſt them the houſe and '+ 
_— of Bryan ballagh © Ronrke, Brother to the fore-faid Cor 6 
Ronrke, 

A party of Horſe were. ſent North-weſtward 6 miles towards the bor- T4nuary 
ders of Sligo, where we burned aſtrong ſtone houſe ſlated with a bawne, **: 
built by Sir Roger Tones, called Vnloanes Foart ; This day we alſo burned 
many other 1r:/5-houſes and haggards, and in our retreat, we encountred 
amongſt.the Woods a prime Rebell called Terran oge ac Art 5 Rourke, 
whoſe head was brought to the Caſtlethat night. 

A party. of Foote are ſent. 6 miles Northwards towards the borders of 1amary 
theCounty of Fermannagh,burning all that way many houſes and haggards 16. 
belonging to the o Meagbons, Thomas Mac Loans, and the 8 Freiles of 
Roſſenner : The party marching homewards was betrayed by thcir guide, 

and were laycd for in their march by.above 3oo of the Rogues, our par- 

ty not being 60, five of our men were killed, and 8 of theRebels, ſo this 

march concluded the burning of all houſes and Corne within 6 miles 

round about our Caſtle, not ſo much left as a Cabbin to campein, 

This day the greateſt ſtrength of the County with the aſfiſtance of the 141way 
Lord T afe: ſonne, and Captainc Bryas Mac Donnoghy, fromthe County * 1 
of Slzgoce, the Mac Gawrans fromthe County of Cavan, to the number 
of 1 200, or 1400 men, encamped thea:{:lves at the old place Largenboy, 
where they lay in the Fields that night,and the next morning drave away: 

41] our Colonclls Cowes to.the number of 4 or 5 hundred, | 

Having gotten our Cowes, they who tooke them came this day againe, 1a%a!y 
and cncamped themſelves at twohouſes, which our Colonell was per- *5: 


ſwadcd 


ſwaded by his Lientenint to leave unburnt, within halfe a mile tothe 


Caſtle, where was ſtore of Corne at cne of the houſes, Ogg tothe 
Licutenant himſcHe, which Corne the Rogues fell a burning, which much 
vexcd ,us, but they lying in that manner, burning of our Corne from Sun- 
day till Tueſday, our Colonell then with a party of Horſ: anil Foote, did 
beate them from their quarters, killed 8 of them, aud chaſed the reſt being 
-five times our number, 
Tanucry This day -Oweno Ronrke, with the aſſiſtance of Colonell Cow Mar 
z9- D omnell 5 Roxrke and his Regiment from [ames Towne, with the 5 {*on- 
mors and Mac Gawrans from the Conntics of £/igo and Cavan, to the 
number of 1-500 or 1600 men Hurnt our Towne and Mills of CMamonr 
Hamilton, which day upon the Rogues retreat from that good ſervice, 
our Colonell not being provided otberwiſe to entertatne them, endeavou- 
ring the ſafety of his people, which that day God preſerved within his 
Calite and bawne, yet cauſed he to be hanged upon the gallowes in their 
view, Cons Rowrke, Brothcr to their great Colonell Ower, and Conner 
Mac Laughlin chiete of that Name, two oftheableſt and moſt dangerous 
men in this County. 
Fevru?) Owens Ronrke with his Brother Bryan Ballagh, and the 2ſac Glanna- 
hans tothe number of 600 or 7eo mer from the D arty, encamped them- 
ſelves againein the former place at our Licutenants and John Afurrayes 
houſes and haggards, falling to their old worke of burning, and ſending a- 
way of our-Corne ; The next day with a party of Horſe and Foote, we 
againe fell upon them as before, killing divers of them, their great Co- 
lonell being ſhot through the bat and through the Pike neare his hand x 
we brought home tothe Caſtle 3 of their ableſt mens heads, The wives 
and boyes of our Souldicrs loading themſelves with thebarnt Corne and 
pillage, we burnt thoſe houſes, and what Corne in the haggards we were 
not ableto carry with us,toprevent theirfurther-company there, they be- 
ing too fatre maſters of the Field. 
Februzry Our horſemen ſconring the Ficlds apprehended two of the Rogues Cen» 
I2, tries, Owen Mac Thomas Mac Murray, and Ferries Mac Kegan, two luſty 
able Rognes, which were the next day hanged, 
Feoruzy Our Colonell being informed that M',Parke at New-Towne within 
"Y 6 miles of our Caſtle, and 1 2 miles from $/igo was ſtrongly blockt up 
1/Þ ah with a-Campe about him in his Caſtle, ſent a party of Horſe and Foote 
under the commandeof our Licutcnant,with orders to 11ew their ſtrength, 
and if poſſible to relieve and ſpeake with Mr. Parke ; As we marcht to- 


wards New-Towne, we 1aw little danger, onely ſome ſcouting Rogues 
from hill to hill. But coming to M*.Parks, he tould our Licutcnant that 
he 
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he wilht us all home againe, holding us all loft men, as if he had beeneacy 
quainted with the plot 5 Oar Lieutenant amazed at his ſpeeches, percci- 
ving no ſuch ſigne, upon his march admiring, Mr,Parke; intelligenco, 
finding himſelfe and his Caſtle free, defired M*. Parks, ſince 'for his ro- 
liefe our Colonell had ſeut us thither, that he wonld thereforelendbim 
20 or 30 of his men for the ſtrengthening of his party homewards, which 
Mr.Parke would by no meanes doe, though perſwaded thercyato by his 
owne Officers, aid divers of his men, who told him it was ſhame for 
him and them all, he leaving men cnough beſides to defend him in his 
Caſtle, whoſe anſwer was, it was well for him if he could defend him- 
ſelfe and his till aide come, without Provoking or doing any thing te 
draw the County upon him : Our Colonell having in perſon upon. his 
intreaty lately viſited him with a ſmall party of Horſe, where ſince it is 
ſaid, New-Towne ſhould lmave beene the trap to have catcht us all for,our 
kindnefſctoit. On our march homewards we were beſet from all quar« 
ters with necre a 1000 men, who within 3 miles to our Colonels 
Caltle, gave us a moſt fierce charge in a moſt dangerous rocky places, 
where our Horſes could make no play, yet did our men fo bravely 
behave themſelves being inſtantly ingaged upon puſh of Pike, our 
Muſquetieres once having given fire in their bofomes, were fo plyecd 
with- their ſtones wherewith they had provided themſelves , and 
had ſuch dexterity in throwing them, as we got notlcave to charge 
againe ; but we falling upon them pell mell with the but ends of our Muſ- 
| kets.did fo cloſely ſtand to it, as having by Gods great mercy and pawes 
broake through, diſordered and routed them, killing a number, þ ek 
them like dogegs with our Horſe and Foote from hill to hill ; In the 
meane time our Souldicrs boyes ſtripped necre 30 of their belt men gf 
the Countics of es 4 and Leitrim, of which numbgr was 11«/agy: 
Mac Ternan ( chiefe of that name ) a Juſtice of the Peace who had 
becne Sheriffe of this County, who with his cldeſt Sonne and heire, and 
his Senne in law (arbery 5 Trower chicfe of that name, Cormack Mac 
Murray, Farliſſe o Deganan, Bryan v Rourke, and Fohn 6 Crean, all of 
them that arc named being prime Gentlemen of theſe two Counties, þbe- 
fides a many of their common Souldiers were killed, wherof is-made ſmall 
reckoning amoneglt them; It is thought that we cut off that day of all ſorts 
above threeſcore of them : Oar party not conſiſting of $0 Horſe and 
Foote, of which weloſt in that ſervice only one Pike- man and one Mul- 
quitierc, though many of us were ſore bruiſed with ſtones, and ſleight cu- 
rable wounds with puſh of Pike, the Rogues afterwards acknowledging 
that day they ſaw God was againſt them, they being tea times our _ 
&,

ber, and moſt confident to have deſtroyed ns all, yet it pleaſed God thus 
to preſerve us from this great dammage which we were ingaged in, for 
that grace man Mr.Parke his fake, we brought home with us abun- 


d t the Rogues Armes and Apparrell, which was a good ſupply to 
onr Souldiers. 
This day 0 { onnowr Sligoe ſhewes himſclfe from that County with his 
+ _ drawing toa Mountaine not much above halfe a mile from our 
altle. 

O ( onnour with his Regiment.encamp'd themſelves in CorneFacke- 

Woods, upon the ſide cf a boggic Mountaine not much above halfe a mile 
from our Caſtle. 
Owen 0 Roarke with his Regiment and the aſſiſtance of the County, cn- 
camp'd themſclvs on the right-hand of © Connexrs Regiment, inthe fame 
Woods nearc together ; O Connour (ends a [@ming friendly Letter by a 
Boy of 6 or 7 yeares.old, advifing our Colonell to yeeld to ſome Trex 
tics with them, and to prevent the eminent ruine was threatned to- 
wards his Caſtle and all init, which Letter was anſwered with con- 
tempt and difdaine by our Colonell, who fcorned any Treaty with Rebels 
and Traitors. 


Owen o Rourke, O Connour Sligoe, and all they could then command, 


being agreat multitude, marched towards our Caſtle from their Campe, 


as if that day they would have done great matters, but having ſhewed 
themſelves, and marching about us, keeping without Musket-ſhot ofour 
walls,they drew back to their quarters. 

They againe that morning, being ſupplied the night before with Colo- 
nell {'on Mac Donnets Re2iment, which as the day before with neere 
2000 men, firing ſome Cabbins, and ſheltring themlclves as they ſet fire 
in theditches of te Orchard, where of from the Caftle walls our Colo- 
nell ſhot two of them with his owne hands, which they carried offretrea- 
ting to their old quarters. 

Being their Patron S*.Parricks days and the day they had prefixed for 
the deltruRion of our Caſtle and all in it, Oar Coloneil that morning 
with Trampet, Diumme and' Colours, marched out with Horſe ard 
Foote towards their unacceſſible Campe with his ſmall number, chal- 
lenging them that day to draw ncare for performance of their great 
braggs, where -we parlied and made ſome ſport with thema while, a Rti- 


| ver and-a bogge dividing us ; Our Colonell ſending for one oÞhis Prifo- 


ners, the Rogues being drawn up in a body right before us, we called to 


them fince they durſt not come to performe their promiſe and take the 
Caſtle, they would refeue their Country- man who was there to be _ 
ge 
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* wed in bonour of S*,Paterick, which Priſoner being hanged and pra» 
., but an old ſack of way long ſtockings being ſowed to 1t, as it was 
throwne over the gallowes, our Hang-man fitting on the gallowes, 
calling to them if they had charity in them to ſend the poolupriſo 
ner a Prieſt, they imagining that ſack to be a man, fell all on their 

in our view praying for the Priſoners ſoulc. 

Till this day our Campers lay quiet, our Colonell daily cauſing the pri 2. 
Plough to goc in deſpight of them till this night, that all our pleugh- 
Horſes through negligence of our Centries areſtolne from us, they thin- 
king by that meanes they had overthrowne our ploughing, and the next 
morning we falling to gecre our Ploug hes, ourColonell cauſeth hisTroope- 
Horſes which had beence kept in the houſe, to be made ready and fall to 
plowing and ſowing with them faſter then formerly, and ploweth and 
{oweth neere foureſcore Barrells of Corne, the Rogues not daring for all 
their ſtrength ro plow or ſow for themſelves within two or three miles of 
his Caſtle. 

By this time the Rogues grew fo confident of their ſecurities in their {pril 7; 
Campe, that the Colonel] o Roxrke brought his Cattell to grazeupon 
ſome waſt land witbin twe miles of us, wherewith ofir Colonell bein 
acquainted, that night ſcnt out a party of Horſe and Foote, and ſeized 
upon all their Cattell,driving them homewards by breake of day, where- 
upon.they raiſing their Camp, brake out upon us, thinking to have deſtroy- 
ed us and reſcued their Colonels cattell] ; but 1t pleaſed God weſo paid 
them, that we not only made good our prey, but killed a namber of their 
ableſt men, bringing with us to the Caſtle, 6 of their chiefe Officers 
heads, of which number was James urrah Mac Glannaghy the chicfe 
man of that name, chaſing ll the reſt to their Campe, where we found 
3 ſtand of Pike-mens Armes, 2 Drummes, 6 Muskets with Bandaliers, 
2 Serjcants Halberts,with a many Pikes and Skeanes,moſt of thoſe Armes 
formerly belenging to the Lord Prefident of Connaughts Officers and 
Souldiers, having layne in Garriſon at Sligo till 1t was loſt and they cut 
off; Thus we deſtroyed their great Campe, where our Souldiers wives 
and boyes plentifully viaualled themſelves, bringing from the Rogues a 
many great Iron-crowes and ſuch like inſtruments, made and marked 
with the ſigne of the Croſſe, making their poore churles Bleeve, that with 
thoſc Irons they were to pull downe our Colonels Caſtle and Bawne. 

A patty of Foote was this night ſent to 7/cnden, ſome 5 or 6 miles off, April 9g, 
where we kil'd and burned 1n their houſes neere 20 Rogues, bringing 
home a number of Cowes and Goates, and burning a many of 1riS-houſes. 

Our Colonell this night 1n Acton: iN forth with a party of Horſe April 18, 

. and

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| and Foote into the County of Slgo, where within two miles of the 
: Towne, he burnes of ſome Villages called Be/fsther, and other houſcs 
there, killed ſome Rogues, he returnes by M*.Parkes Caſtle of the New- 
Towne, finding that Towne and Caſtle untoncht or troubled, being in tho 
boſome of the Rogues, where our Colonell being informed the Rogues 
were daily relieved by that Towne and Caſtle, their Cowes having gra- 
zed peaccably about the Caſtle all the while their Campe lay about 2ſan- 
your Hamilton, M*.P arke never permitting a man of his either to meddle 
with their c attell or themſelves, as they went and came with their provi- 
ſions from S/igo to their Campe, he having in his Caſtle neare 60 able 
men, which might have done good ſervice if M.Parxzeand the 6 Rourkes 
had not ſo made their bargaines, that untill our Colonels Caltle were 
deſtroyed, he ſhould not be medled withall, fo as he made them no ins 
terruption whileſt they were encampt about us ; In the meane time MF. 
P arke cauſing his Weaver to weave 40 yards of broad-cloath for the uſe 
of M*, Bryan Ballagh 6 Rourke, whilſt he and his Brother Owens were 
210g in camp? about us; And the next day after we had beate them 
rom their campg, M.Parke not only ſuffered them to carry away their 
cattel], which all that while they grazed neare to his Caſtle gates with- 
out any guard fave one coward, as alſo that day lent Bryar Ballazh the 
c loath- weaver in his Caſile, with divers ſuch like informations proved by 
M*,Parkes owne ſervants, whereupon our Colonell thought fit preſently 
to burne that Towne which ſo long had relieved 2nd iheltred the Rogues, 
and killed ſome of them at that inſtant in the Towne, 
it x1 Our Horſe- men this morning ſcouring the fields , killed one of the 
pri" ** Rogues centrycs bringing bis head home to the Caſtle, 
April 23, isnight a patty was ſent towards Dromahere, where we killed above 
40 of the Rogues, burnt many good houſes, brought home 5 or 8 ſcore 
cowes,with many Horſes, Sheepe and Goates, by this march we diverted 
another great gathering intended to have encampt about us the next day. 
A party of Foote is ſent into a Wood-land Mountaine c cuntrey 16 
mile frem our Caſtle, where by the dawning of the day we fell upon 
ſome houſes belonging to the great Lord of that Countrey Iac A Nane, 
where we burnt and killed in the houſes upwards of 3 ſcore perſons, taking 
Mac A Nawe himſelfe, with his two Daughters, and a Kinſ-man Pri- 
ſoner,his Wife being killed unknowne to the Souldiers, amongſt the reſt 
we brought home our Priſoners with 8 or 9 ſcore c owes,and neere 200 
Sheepe and Goates, 
zfayio, That night aparty of Horſe and Foote arc ſent into the countrey of 
Sligee, where we burnt the houſes of Teig Mac Phelomy v Connour, Teig

May Is 
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bog 5 Connour, necre Cozens and Captaines in O ("omwrs Regiment, 
whilſt he lay about us we kil'd ſome 10 or 12 ofthe Rogues themſclves, 
being then at Sligo , moſt of the people of the B arrony being fed to the' 
Towne for fearc of our men; That Country being algoſt waſt, we brought 
home onely a prey of Sheepe, 

This night we marcht into the Connty of Fermaynarh, where we kild 2 
the Wife of Donnogha Mac Flagherty Mac Gwire, with about 40 more, 
whom we ſurpriſed in houſes before day, and brought with us 9 ſcore 
Cowes, above 200 Shcepe and Goates, and 47 Horſes and Mares, 30 
S wine, and 5 Priſoners which we hanged, 

Intending towards the Fryers of Crewly, we found that houſe unco- May 18. 
yered, and the Fryers fled; This morning we encountred a number of 
Owen 0 Roarkes men neare to the Caſtle of Dromahere, where we killed 
above 20 of them, our Souldiers got good Pillage in their Cabbins, 
brought home above an 100, moſt of them Scorch and Engliſh Cowes, 

7 or $ ſcore Sheepe, ſome luſty Mares and Horſes, with a many Pikes, and 
the Lord Preſident of ( o»naughts Halbert, his Serjzant being taken when 
they left S/rgo, 

This morning our Caſtle js attempted to be taken by 4 or 5 hundred ,;,y zo, 
Rogues from the Dartey or Roſenver, but our Centrics timely giving us 
the Alarmes, they are reſcued, and the Rogues retyred to the Moun- 
ta!nes, N 

In hope this night to meete the Rebels who attempted our Caſtle, a 2ſay 27, 
party is ſent towards G/onnay 6 miles fron the Caſtle, where we found 
a many faire /rzſþ-houſes, neither man nor bealt necre them, all which 
we burnt, and marching home ward we perczived before Sun-rifing a 
many Rebels at Largenboy, within 1:fz then a mile to our Caſtle, commg 
from the County of S/igo, with intention that morning to aſſiile our Ca» 
ſtle : Oar party perceiving them, notwithſtanding their ſore chaſe in ref- 
cuing the Caſile the day before, and their hard march that night, yet did 
weadvancetowards them with Horſe and Foote within ſpeech of them, 
our Colonell calling to them fro:n a hill, asked if their errand were far the 
Caltle, for the reſcuing their Lord {ac A Nawe and his Dauzhters, or 
was it Cowes they were ſeeking, they ſhould have a venture for both, our 
Colonell cauſing a Prifoner to be brought oat, told them it was Mac 4 
Nawe, to be hanged for their welcome to their ould Campe, which Pri- 
ſoner was immediately hanged in their owne view, the gallowes ſtan- 
ding on the top of a hill, within lefſe then two Musket-ſhots, where the 
Rogues were drawne up, as the Priſonzr was throwne over the ladder, 
we could perceive the Rogues upon _ knecs, thinking we had ed 
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Mac a NN ave; After this our Coloenell gives order preſently te drive 
above two hundred milch Cowes towards them, telling them there was 
the c owes we had lately taken from their deare friend Colonell Owes 
0 Roxrke, when they were laſt beaten from their campe, hoping this 
would have put more MActtall in them, ſince they durt not fight for reſcu- 
ing their friend, they being five times our number, and we nnable to 
reach them as they food on thoſe wooddy boggs, keeping a moſſe and a 
River betwixt us and them : Whilſt our Colonell parlied with them, his 
Lady from the c aitle came to us(where we were drawne up over againſt 
the Rogues ) furniſhing us with good (tore of meate and drinke, which 
much refreſhed us, having beene upon {crvice two nights together, yet 
were our ſtomacks (harper ſet to have beene at the Rogues, then either to 
meate or ſleepe; but ſeeing the Rogues ſo unwilling to come on, we were 
commanded ona ſudden to draw towards the caſtle, which the Rogues 
perceiving fell to {tripping themſelves, and with a great noyſe and a cry 
comcrunning towards us, and over th: River unto the middle of a moſl- 
ſcarce Musket ſhot from the caſtle, as if they would have gotten betwixt 
vs and home ; which our Colon:ll perceiving, gives order to the Officers, 
commanding the Foote to wheele about upon them, which the Rogues 
no ſooner perceiving, but they preſently fell arunning over the River, 
throwing one another into it ; as they croſt, our Musketceres getting 
ground of them, gave fire amongſt the thickeſt of them, killed divers, 
hurt many, chaſt the reſt ncare 3 miles over Mountaines towards Sligo, 
bringing home their chicte Commander at that time his head, our Soul- 
dicrs being furniſhed with above an 1co of their Mantles, c oates and 
cloakes, 2 Drummes, a many of their Armes, and good ſtore of Meale 
and other commodities vehich their Wives and boyes found in their 
.campe, we being tould by 2 Priſoners that all the neghbouring Coun- 
ties had ſct up theirreſts with arcſoJution that night to have met, never 
to have given us over untill they had ſtarved us or taken us out of our c a- 
ſtle, but God of his wonted mercy thus diſappointed that damnable 
plot, without the. loſic of a man to us, to his cycrlaſting glory and all our 
comforts. 
| Notwithſtanding our ſeyera}l fore marches the Wecke paſt, we were 
encouraged by the word of a Priſoner in hope of a ſpeciall pzcce of ſervice, 
this night to venture upon a freſh march, whers we were conJuked 


 neare 14 or 16 miles 1nto the County of $/igo, guiding us amongſt moſt 


dangerous Rocks and glinns, intending to have betrayed us, as afterwards 
he confeſt ; nevertheleſſc it pleaſed God to give us ſuch ſtrength and cou- 


rage, and ſent us ſuch a meeting with them,as we killed above 3o in three 
C abbins,

c abbins, brought home a freſh Priſencr,above an 100 cowes, -and neere 
ſo many Sheepe ; the cryc and Countrey being up in all parts about bs, 
yet never durſt ſo much as ventureto reſcue the cattle; At our comming 
home we hanged our guide, who dicd a meſt deſperate obdurate villaine.: * 

A party of Foote was ſent towards Aownter Kenny, that night wekik May 37. 
led 10 0or 12 inthzir cabbins amongſt the Woods, brought home wirh ns 
ncere 200 cowes an 100 Sheepe, and in our returne we were {:t upon 
by Owen 6 Roxrke, and the ſonnes of Ic Nawe, being neere 300 men, 
where it pleaſed God we not only defended out ſclves and our prey, but al- 
ſo killed and ſtript a many of their beſt men, bringing hoine a Priſoner 
with a many of their Armes. 

This night a party of Horſe and Foote are ſ-nt towards ſome Lands of 7, . 
Owen 5 Rourkes called (koſs, where we kiiled 15 or 16 of his men, 
brought home a Priſoner, with ſome few Cowes, Horſes, Sheepe and 
(0ates. 

A party of Foote is ſent towards our Colonels Woods of Glanſarne, Tune 11- 
where we killed 15 or 16 in thoſe Woods,and brought home 4 Priſoners, 
with ſom: foure-ſcore c owes,and neecre ſ1x-ſcore Sheepe. 

Our Colonell having by vertue of a Commiſſion, made uſe of ſome 20 jare 23. 
of M*.Parkes men in profecution of Rebels, not thinking him to be fo 
baſe a Traitour in correſpondency with them asafterwards was: proved. 
This night our Colonel] ſends his party with 20 Beeves for the ſupply and 
relieving Parke and his c aſtle, with orders that Parkes 20 men ſhould 
returne with our party, there being twice more men with him within 
his c aſtle then was requiſite for the defence thereof : But Parke recei- 
ving the Beeves,and getting his 20 men withig his c aitle, would not ſuf- 
fer a man of them notwithſtanding our Colonels c .mmiſſton and orders 
tothat purpoſc to returne with us. 

Our Colonell much reſenting Parkes pic ſumption the day before, this rune 2.4; © 
day fends.his Lieutenant: with a party of Horſe and Foote, requeſting 
Parke by vertue of our Colonels c oinmiſſion from the Lords Juſtices and 
Counſcll, to: draw forth and muſter what ſtrength that caſtle could make, 
leaving a competent number within it ſelfe for making good the walls ; 
Oar Licutenant orders being that ſo many ſhould be lefe within the c a- 
[tle as his judgement ſhould thinke fit, and the reſt ro inarchalong with 
our party upon ſome ſpeciall ſpeedy peece of ſervice intended, wherein 
Sir William Cole and his Regiment had ſeverall times denied us aſfiſtance ; 
This motion Parke denicd to muſter his men untill he perſwaded ourLieu> 
tenant to come within his c aſtle, where ſhutting the gates, he muſtered 
ncerc 60 able men, whereof our Licutenant demanded $0, which Parke 


denied 
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denied, not ſuffering a man of his to come within the caſtle untill ours 
marcht away. 


This night with Horſe and Foote our Colonell thinkes fit in perſon to 
viſit M*,P arke, who had ſo beaſtly negleRed his Officers in contempt of 


| the Lords Jaſtices and Counſells commiſſion, fearing Parke was incli- 


ning rather to ſubmit himſelfe and his caſtle into the hands of the Rogues 
whom he held the ſtronger party, and daily correſponded with them, 
which to prevent, we marcht this night about midnight to his Caſtle 
walls, requiring Parke if he were a ſubj=, that upon his Allegiance he 
would come forth and ſpeake with our Colonell, who after ſome ſhuf- 
fling excuſes and delayes opens his gate, our Colonell commands him 
ſpeedily to draw forth what men he had within the caſtle, and making 
choiſe of ſome 20 of them which he joyned to his owne party, cauſed pre- 
ſently to apprehend Parke upon ſtrong preſumption of his diſloyalty and 
his former contempts ; Our Colenell preſently puts in an Officer of his 
owne with the charge of that Caſtle and all in it, which being done, our 
Colonell marches ſtraight towards the Towne of S$/igo, Parkes caſtle 
bring within 4 miles of it, none of us that followed him 1magining that 
with fo ſmall a party he would have aimed at ſuch a march, but coming 
neare to the Towne, our Colonell commanding a halt tobe made, and the 
party to be drawne up in abody, afing ſome comfortable encouraging 
ſpeeches, asking if our ſtomacks did ſerve us as his did, to attempt the 
burning of the Towne now ſo neareit, which maintained-ſo many Re 
bellious enemies, who had joyned in the burning our poore garriſon, and 
ſo many times encampt about us and ſought our deftrution ; This 
motion was no ſooner made by our Colonell then cherefully embraced by 
us all, fo recommending our ſclves to his divine mercy, who had many 
times aſſiſted and delivered us, on we marcht towards the dawning of 
the day, our Colonell having no other Officers to aſſiſt him in this ſervice, 
but his Serjcant Leviſton, his Licutenant and Enfigne being moſt part of 
this yeare diſcaſed and unſerviccable, our Colonell coming at the Bridge 
gives orders to the Foote chearcfully to follow their Serjeant with what 
filence and ſpeed they were able, and once entring the Towne, no man 
preſume upon paine of death to enter any houſe for plunder, but with fire 
and ſword to deftroy all we could come at, calling all the ftreete if any 
Britiſh Priſoners were amongſt them they ſhould draw tous, as divers 
did, Our Colonell with bis Horſe falling upon a many good houſes full of 
people on this ſide of the Bridge, where he burned and deſtroyed all, ap- 
pointing his Randevowes with the Foote at the South- weft end of the 
Towne, where he croſt a Foard which brought him cloſe to the Fricry, 


where 
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awherethe foote met and fired their brave maſſe honſe and Fryery, where 
it1s ſaid, we burnt a many goed things, which people had:given in keo- 
;ping for ſafety tothe Fryars, andgll-their ſuperſiitious thumperics-belon- 
ging to their Maſſe: It was thought ſome of the Fryers themſelves were 
likewiſe burnt, two of them running out were kilkd in their habits: 
As we finiſhed this worke, and piring God the praiſe for curſucceſſe, we 
were tould by ſome Priſoners that 0. Connggy Sligo with what ſtrength 
he could make in that County, was tbat night marcht to meete Owen 4 
Rourke ard thereſt of his cld-c omrades from the County of Cavan, for 
the laying of a new c ampe «bout our Colenels'caſtle, and the carrying 
away cf our new ſupply of Cowes ; upon which newes our Colonell 
held it fit to haſt homewardgjsas we marcht hourdy expecting tabe in- 
| countred; when we came within 43 mules of our Colonels caſtle; we 
deſccrned our ColenclsHorlc paſſiage Rrongly to be beſet(being a ſiraighe 
paſſiage)with a number of men;having aRocky-wood on our right-hand, 
and a great bogge on the lctt, ſo that our Horſc-men by our Colonels or- 
ders arc forced to try another way,: where many of them were bogged 
their Herſcs breaking from them; In the meanc-time our Foote-men 
eouragiouſly charged a great body of them necre 30o- which were layed 
for us that way.; Thoſe who had beſcr our Horſe-paſſages, obſerving out 
Hoi ſc-men bogg'd, and our Foote engaged with 3 times our number, 
marcht hard after our Horſc-mcn, where our Colencl-amoneſt the reſt 
was3 times unhorſt, that day the Rog@as playing hardupon him, being 
well knowne by his Horlc and habit,as ſome of their Priſoners afterwards 
confeſt ; nevertheleſle, it pleaſed God out of his wonted fatherly mercy, 
not only to deliver us ſafe ont of their hands being a ſmalhandfull, noc 
above 5 ſcorc Horſe and Foote, who fought our {elves with necre a 1000 
of them from ſcyeratl quarters, fill sKkirmiſhing with us untill we came 
neare our Colonels c aſtle, our Muskitceres killing a many of them, with 
the Icflz only of 3, and fomefew hurt ; Notwithſtanding onr weariſome 
match and hot ſervice that night in burning of the Towns of Slngo, where 
it is confeſt by themſelves we deſtroyed that night neere 3 hundred ſoules 
by fire, {word and drowning, to Gods cvcrlaſting great honour and glory 
and our comforts, |

was this day hanged. 
A party cf Horſe and Foote was this night ſent towards Ks

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above 20 of them; brougtit home. above 8 ſeore of their ovwWes, were 
ſet upon by antimber of thect, who thought to have reſeued the c owes, 
gate us a moſt deſperate.chwrpo, but wie kil'd 7 of 8 mwre of them; and 


brought homgour-groy with amany of their. Armes, we loſt one of out 


beſt Muskitecres in this-ſervice.

Cole upon information of our meſknger, that we were blockt up with 
a ſtrong campe about the Caſtle, and that his orders were to ſtay no. 
longer with our Colonell then the next day, allowing them peremptos. 
r1ly 48 houres and no longer to be from their. Garrifoh, they having in 
that time 4o long miles march through Woods and Mountajnes to per- 
forme, let any man judge what ſervice in the reſt afithat time was fit to 
be ventured on : upen this our Colonell advized thence their private. 
ordets were ſech, contrary to the ccntents of:Sir i/llhamss Letters to him, 
that their beſt courſe was for that night, Commanders and Officers ta 
refreſh themſclves with him in his Caltle, taking order that their Soul-

vDWilling to engage. the honour of what further ſervice he intended up-

on ſuch firi& orders, ths ſacceſſe and event nothe to be limited with 
their time ; Their Officers ſtillimportuning that night to be 1mployed, 
whercapon, upon. their. importunitics, or Colenell reſolved to try with 
the aſliltance of their ſtrength, the taking of the Calle of Dramatere, 
whercin was Colonel Owen 6 Rourke, with- divers of the 1riþ Rebels 
of this County, hoping by. that ſcrvice to have relieved Sir Robert Han- 
zey with his Lady and children, who had beene long Priſoners in that 
caſtle, thinking Sir #ifiam Coles men bring fo carnelt, and once en- 
gaged in the hopes of compaſſing ſo honourable a pecce of ſeryic?, they 
would net for ſhame have lefe it, and carried themſ:lves ſo meanely 
whilſt we were upon the ſervice as naworthily they did : Oar Colo- 
nell not only in hopes, but full of confidence and probable reaſons, mar- 
ches in perſon. with his Horſe and Foote, leading them on nearc the Ci- 
ſtle walls, where he cntcred his Maſons, Carpenters and other worke- 
men with their inſtruments, who in ſhort time did make a breach, where 
he placed ſame few Muskiteceres ; The Rebels countermanding our work, 
play ſo hot upon our, Muskitecres as one of them-were killed, another 
deadly ſhot, the relt were beaten from the. worke, our Colonels men 
being weariced out, agd having no ſcconding or aſliſtance from Sir #:/- 
liam Coles great number, their Licatcnant Colon: Il having-no pawer to- 
comfnand them to relieve our men, whilltt we were ſpending our lives 
and bloods. in compaſling this ſcrvice ; Deane Barkeley 1s publikely dit- 
couraging the Officers and Souldiers of -Sir Wiliram Coles party, tcl- 
ling th:m they were not ſent by their Colonell and Governour to take in 
Caltles, and that their time limited-by their orders was com?, wiſhing 
th:m at their perils. to draw homewards :: Our Colonell much grievcd 
and aſhamcd to be, ghus engaged with the hopes of their helpe ; aJviſ-d 
the Deane not to Middle with what was out of his El-ment, deſiring 
to diſpute the. condition of-our eſtate with the Licutenant Colonel and 
other Officers of the Regiment, The Deax: replyed the Water: was none 
of bis El:ment, and yet he conld ſwimme.; and whoſoever ſhould com- 
mand that party further, ſhonld ſ»eike to tim. Or Colo:ell thus die * 
contented,. obſerving the unworthy carriage of their Souldicrs, who 
whilft we were upon ſervice, their Herſe-men wereramoling the Conn- 
trey, driving in Horſcs.and Cowes, their Foote=men ruanng after Mut- 
tons, catching, killing and walting under every buth ; Oar Colon:ll cn- 
deayouring after the lefſz of his men to perſwade then only to lye that 
night about the Caſtle, knowing by the information of Priſoners, they 
could not poſlivly hive held out. 2 dayes, if they had not ycelded that 
night, as Gance we are informed they intended, - and did that night, after

our Colonell mareht from tlznee, all of them leave the cafe, leaving 
Sir Robert Haney with hiS Lady and Thildre *t inaroome all alone, 
till the next.day we were not likely to come any more, and that our 


 Prrmannagh friend had left us in ſuch diſorder, who intended to have. 


carried with them net onely what Cowes and Horſes they had gathered. 
in the fore-mentioned manner whilſt we were upon ſerviee, but alſo 
rhought to have ſtolne with them divers of our. Colonells cattell that 
merning they wer to part ; wherewith. our Colonell being acquainted, 
perceived that their intended kindnefſe and vifit to him, was only to 
have made uſe of his peridn and ſtrength te have prey'd our Countrey 
for them, which he held no fitting imployment for his perſonall ſervice, 
conſidering how unworthily they had carried themſelves towards him 
inthe time of our diſtraſſe, and particularly in this laſt ſervice; where- 
pon order was given by our Colonell, that not only his owne cattell. 
ſhould be reſcued from them, but what elſe. they had taken whilſt h: 
was in the Fields, telling their. Captaines it was ſhame for.them, they . 
being 6 times our number, to offer to take any thing from us, ſince they - 
have made us the worſe and not the better for them : This much vexed 
Deane Barkeley, who pretended a Horſe to be taken from him, which 
he had catch*t himſelfe whilſt we were upon ſervice about the c altle, 
our-Colonell telling him, ſince he had deſerved no better. amongſt us, 
he ſhould carry no Horſe from thence to bragge of; withing the beſt 
z Horſes in his ſtable, with 500 pounds in money had beene ſent his 
Fathzr inlaw and himſ-Ife to Enskillex, fo that the Deans had not come 
to this march, who carried-himſclfe more like a Dzvill then a Deane : 
For the Cap'ainecs and Officers being. aſhimed of themſelves, and o05- 
{:rving our Souldiers to be but a few,. and daily imployed, were perſwa- 
ded by our Colonell for his Majeſties fervice, and as a ſmall ſapply for the

Armes and Ammy- 
nition if withont a guard we would venture on them, eurrunnc-awayes 
are-ſo concealed all diſperſed amongſt them, as no -helpe is made for us 
for them at all where there were 14 or 15 of them, Sir /i//liam Cole 
never appearing amongſt us, tut his gatcs ſhut againſt us, and his bridge 
drawne up as if we had beene Rebels. come to take: in his Caſtle, not 
offering us-or our Officers ſo much as one bit of Bread, or cup of ſmall 
Beere in his Caſtle or Garriſon, our Colonell having formerly enter- 
tained 500 of his plentifully two nights though they wronged him+; 
Thus vot daring without a guard to venture upon the Kings Armes and 
Ammuoition withſo weake a party { farre a march through Woods and 
Mountaines, wewere forced with no ſmall hazard to make what ſpeede 
we could from whence we came; ' Our Colonell being advertized 
before our coming that the Countrey was ſtrongly gathered togee 
ther to have layed for us in our coming home, but we miſled of our 
crrand. 

Moſt of this Weeke was 1mployed by us Men, Women and Boyes, in 
fetching in of Corne from the Rebels, from the berdering c ountics of 
Sligo and Fermannazh, with what was nearc us 1n our own.countrey, 
whereot it pleaſed God we had a good ſupply without the lcfle of a man, 
woman or child, though daily threatned with great bravadocs, yet they 
durſt not cut any graine for themſclves fearce on this ſide S/go bridge, 
wherz abundance of Wheate, Rye and Barley rotted upon the ground for 
want cf meanes and helpe for us to bring it from thence, which Fey- 


mannaghmen might conveniently have done both for their owne ſupply 
and ours, 


Seven of our Colonels men left at New-Towne for a guard within 


4 miles of Sligo, upon little Naggs chardged 50 or 60 reaping Corne 
neare Sligo, where they killed 4of them, chaſed the reſt, brought home a 


Priſoner, with 18 or 20 Horſes and Carrs the Rogues had beene draw « 


ing-corne withall.; The Priſoner being brought to our Colonell,informes 
him that 2 Congans of the V/ſter Rogues, under the command of Cap- 
taine Manus Mac Egnahan 0 Donnell, and Captaine Ferdinand 5 Gal- 
logher were joyned with Captaine Tg Mac Phelomy 6 (, onnowr, who lay

ina party to. Emkillew, with Letters to Sir #/i/Bam Cole mentioning our 
extremities, ſending money by our Lieutenant for what ſalt could be had 
at any rate, cither for love or money, which orders' of Sir FYi/leminten- 
ded no better to us then in our laſt march to that purpoſe, that we ſhould 
our ſelves venture'upon the Armes and Ammunition, we were at a ſtand 
every way, and leaving it te God and better times, to judge and revenge 
our uſage upon theſe laſt Letters, our Armes and Ammnagnition are deli- 
vered us with a Letter to our Coloncll, but no guard nor: ſupply of falt to 
| be had; Thus it pleaſed God to bring us- ſafe home with what we recct- 
ved,ſtj}l deteyning our run-awayes,making uſe of them. = 

Our Souldiers being weary after their ſore march for our Ammnnition, y,,....;., 
the weather being faire, all the Women and Bo6ycs are ſent towards Dre? to, 
mnahere to looks for c orne, where with a fmall guard of Horſe all ſome 
fire-locks,they marched where they met with ſtore of corne, comingall 
loaden home in ſpight of many Rogues that appearcd to them upon ſeve- 
rall hills. ” 

We are this day likely to be ſurprized by neere'a 1000 Rogues from 

the counties of Fermarnagh and (avan, under the command oof Serjetht

they thought had not recovered their laſt ſore march from Exuwkillen, and

led neere 3 ſcoreof their propereſt and beſt men, with their, chieke Com - 
mander, who had beene a Spaniſh Souldier, called Bryan Dwrrogh 6 Treſ- 
ſey,with divers others ef their Gentlemen whom our boycsAript, bringing 
home a nutber of their cloathes and Armes; This glorious viRtory broke 
the hearts of the moſt daring danflerous men of both thaſe Counties,

We archt into the County of {{avan, where in the Laraganze we burnt 
ſome houſes, kil'd-ſome few Rogues, brought home a priſoncr, and neere:

| We were gnided by a Priſoner to the Cennty of Cavan, where on onr 
march through Glanfarne, we apprehended a moſt Arch-rogue, called 
Cormack, 6 Yuillan, who hadall that yecre ſtolne a many of our Colonels 
Horſes ; from the County of ( aven we brought this night neere 200 very 
faire Cowes, moſt of them as-fat as if it had beene at Hcharlmas ; Thus 
wc retreated through Glavfrm, kilting ſome 5 Rogues, our women and 
boycs being loaded with Corne.

We marchy towards Dromakere, heating a great gathering was there 
making ready for a new Campe againſt iis, where on our march through 


a Wood within leſfethen a rifle to Dromahere, 'where their new Campe 
lay over againſt it at (Yewly, we brought from thoſe Woods ſome 3'or 
ſcore principall Bceves, killed ſomeRogues, and brought boi 2 Pris 
ſoners, returning one of them being a wench of ſome 19 or-1 2 yeares old

the Province of Connaught, "We Sir Frederick Ham- 
milton, and Sir Charls Coor, dare ingage our fe)ves, and 
venture upon the 5500 pounds already allotred us out of 
the 60000 pounds, now to be devided, expeting a 
proportionahle ſhire of the other 20000 pounds un- 
devided; And with the 2000 men defigned us out of 
the Province of U!ſter, for Connaneht , and their pra- 
portionable Proviſions to be ſent abour, with the Coy- 
maught Proviſions to that purpoſe ; onely providing 
them out of their proportionable ſhares for Ulſter, ſo 
many dayes Vi&uals as th:ir march ſhall require into 
Connauzht , (it being impoſſible, without 2000. men, to 
ouard the Proviſions from the Port, whereat they ar- 
rive, to the ſeverall Garriſons to be relieved.)
